3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As per Claims 1 and 9. 

The prior art of record, specifically Ramsden(U.S. PAT. 5233532A), 
Lemelson(U.S.PAT. 4342038A), Sansone et al.(U.S.PAT. 5072401A), Pittori et al.(WO 
99/08234), Axelrod et al.(U.S.PAT. 4797832A), Allocca et al.(U.S.PAT. 4138735A), 
"Embossable Credit Card in Continuous Self Mailer Form," IBM Technical Disclosure 
Bulletin, January 1967 (NN 6701 1024) and "Mail Boxes Etc. and USPS develop pilot 
program" in Office Systems . November 1998 taken alone or in combination does not 
disclose or fairly teach at the level of detail indicated in the applicant's claims providing 
a receiving station receiving station allowing a customer to deposit a postal item to be 
shipped by a shipper that requires payment before shipping said item, and to enter 
shipping data for said postal item into said receiving station, requiring said customer to 
arrange for payment for said shipping at said receiving station. 



The claims which depend from the above allowed claims are allowed based on their 
dependencies.
